SACRAMENTO, Oct. 16, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Daily Herald of 
San Jose—S1r: In your issue of Satur- 
day, October 14, 1882, there .appeared 
an editorial headed ‘Marshall vs. 
Hart,’’ in which you make yourself re- 
sponsible for some of the most infam- 


ous misrepresentations and falsehoods 
that have ever appeared in any public} 


journal in this or any other State; and 
since you assert as facts those things 
which are alleged in the article, it is my 
right to assume that you know the trath 
or falsity of such allegations, and hence 
I have the right to believe that the mis- 
representations are wilful and delib- 
erate. It is true that one who makes 
himself a candidate for popular suf- 
frage 1s properly the subject of pop- 
ular and jonrnalistic criticism, but- he 
has the right to insist that his acts and 
conduct shall first be correctly stated, 
and that the criticism shall be based 
upon truth, and not upon falsehoods. 
To a young man just launching into the 


affairs of public or private life, reputa- 


tion is too sacred for him to permit it to 
be torn down by a venal press; and this 
is particularly true when the sole object 
of the libel is to compass his defeat in 
an honorable contest, and to work the 
personal advancement of some other as- 
piring individual.

No advice was ever 
‘sought from me by the State Treasurer, 
or by any other person, as to whether 
or not any money should be paid out 
under the Debris Act uutil after the 
time mentioned by you, and when my 
advice was sought, I distinctly advised 
that official not to pay out any of the 
money until the Coustitutionality of the 
Act was decided by the Supreme Court. 
When the case atterwards came up for 
hearing, under my constitutional oath 


tions brought against State officers, I 
moved to dismiss the proceedings, be-. 
cause the amended Prohibition Aét 
under which it was brought was uncon- 
stitutional and vicious, and the motion 
was granted. (Cameron Vs. vomereten et 
al., 57 Cal., 550.) 

That the last Act referred to was vi- 
cious in its tendencies is best illustrated 
by the effect which it had upon the col- 
lection of our railroad taxes, when in 
1882, at the instance of the Railroad’ 
Companies, some of the Superior Courts 
of this State issued writs of prohibition, 
without the previous execution of any 
bonds, which prevented the tax collec- 
lectors from performing their proper, 
legal and statutory duties. The subse- 
quent actions commenced by myself 
which resulted in declaring the Debris 
Act unconstitutional, was brought upon 
my own motion, after waitittg a consid- 
erable period for some of those who 
were interested in defeating the Act to 
present a proper petition to my Office 
for the use of the name of the State. 

And indeed, Mr. Editor, when this 
Act was first presented to the Legista- 
ture in its original form, I presented to 
the proper Legislative Committee an 
| elaborate opinion, stating constitutional 
objections to its validity, and the bill 
was subsequently amended with the in- 
tent to avoid the objections I made. 
This is the only connection I ever bad 
with the Debris Act, and when you say 
in your editorial that any money was 
paid from the State Treasury ‘‘with the 
collusion of the Attorney General,’’ you 
publish that which is absolutely and un- 
qualifiedly untrue. 

As an editor it is your duty to inform, 
instead of to deceive, and when you 
made this serious charge you should
